I wAvE the honour to submit my Annual Report for 
the year ending 29th September 1875, on the Prisons of the 
Southern District, being a part of the Fortieth Report of the 
Inspectors of Prisons. 

The Report on each prison shows the cell accommodation, 
the number of admissions and discharges, the average daily 
number of prisoners in custody, the average daily number 
for the preceding.five years, greatest number at any one 
time, number of recommittals, the number of persons 
sentenced to different periods of imprisonment, and how 
employed while in prison, and the amount of earnings of 
those engaged in each employment, which earnings, as Ihave 
previously had the honour of stating in a former Report, 
must be small owing to the preponderance of repeated short 
sentences while Rule 34, Schedule 1, Prisons Act, 1865, 
continues in force, which Rule precludes the labour of such 
prisoners being turned to an industrial and remunerative 
account. 

‘The propriety of closing the Borough Prison at Yarmouth, 
which was under consideration on ‘the occasion of my last 
Report, has been adopted, and the prisoners from the Borough 
aré now admitted into the County Prison at Norwich 
Castle. ; 

Since the termination of the year the County Prison at 
Swaffham has also been closed, and the prisoners are received 
in the County Prison, Norwich. 

The Borough Prison at Sandwich remains in the same in- 
efficient state as has been previously reported; and a new 
wing capable of accommodating 100 female prisoners is in 
course of erection at the County Prison at Cardiff, and

apartments for the matron, with cells for female prisoners 
underneath, are also in progress in the County Prison at 
Swansea. ‘New Prisons are also in course of being built at 


- Bristol and Portsmouth. 
The general state of the prisoners as to health has been 


satisfactory. during the year and no prison of the district 


has been visited by any epidemic disease. 
The requirements of the Act as to the secular instruction 
of uneducated prisoners are, with few exceptions, fairly 


carried out.

Tread-wheel-and cranks. The tread-wheel.has accommo- 
dation for 12 prisoners, employed:thereon for six hours daily, 
and ascending 1 mile 3 furlongs and 113 yards. Prisoners at 
the cranks perform 10,000 revolutions per diem, the resistance 
being apportioned accoriling to the strength of the prisoner. 

There are sufficient means of enforcing hard labour, 
1st class, according to the numbers sentenced ; and prisoners 
are at the time under supervision. 

Bread and beef.are supplied by contract. ‘Ten prisoners 
received extra diet by order of the surgeon.

The chaplain performs two ‘services on Sundays, Good 
Friday, and Christmas Day; and reads prayers daily to 
the prisoners, and ‘visits them: twice a week in their cells. 
Prisoners not belonging to the Established Church can 
be visited by ministers .of their respective persuasions. 
Each uneducated prisoner receives on an average 12 hours 
instruction per week. 

The-surgeon attends’regularly twice a week, and whenever 
occasion requires; ‘he states that the general health and 
condition of the prisoners ‘have been very good, that 
the’ prison has not been visited by any epidemic diseases ; 
that the provisions are of good quality and sufficient for main- 
taining the ‘health and strength of the prisoners, whether 
engaged at hard labour or otherwise ; that the clothing and 
bedding are also sufficient. One prisoner, insane on admission, 
was sent to the asylum at Denbigh. The number of sick 
prisoners treated during the year amounts to 20, only two of 
whom itwas necessary totreat in the infirmary.

Weaving with heavy looms, mat-making, rope dressing 
with -heavy beater, shot drill, and crank prisoners em- 
ployed at crank labour perform 14,000 revolutions per 
diem, the weights or resistance reduced to a minimum. 


There are sufficient means of enforcing hard labour ac- 
cording to the numbers sentenced, and prisoners are at all 
times under supervision. 


For the first three months prisoners are employed at un- 
remunerative labour; for the second three months prisoners 
may participate in the profits of their labour to the extent of 
one penny a week, for the third three months twopence a 
week, for the fourth threepence, and so on. A good conduct 
badge with the letters G.C. or V.G.C. is issued to the 
prisoners, and worn on the right arm. These badges are 
prized and the plan acts as a strong incentive to industry and 
good conduct. 


Provisions and stores are,as far as practicable, supplied 
by contract. 60 prisoners received extra diet by order of 
the surgeon. ‘ 


Plank bedsteads without mattresses are used by every 
convicted prisoner not exceeding 55 years of age during 
‘the whole of his sentence when it does not exceed one month, 
by prisoners under punishment for prison offences, and by 
every convicted prisoner whose sentence exceeds one month, 
during the first month of such sentence, subject to the 
opinion of the head officer. '

the year 1874, and 30 prisoners have during the past year 
been assisted in various ways on discharge.

The chaplain performs two services on Sundays, Good 
Friday, and Christmas Day; and reads prayers daily to the 
prisoners, giving at the same time a short exposition of 
Scripture. 


Prisoners not belonging to the Established Church have 
the privilege of being visited by ministers of their respec- 
tive persuasions. 


Each uneducated prisoner after the first three months 
attends school twice a week, for three quarters of an hour 
each time. 


The surgeon visits the prison daily, and sees each prisoner 
almost daily; he states that the general health of the 
prisoners has been good, that there has been no epidemic 
during the year ; that the provisions are of good quality, and 
the dietary sufficient, and not more than sufficient, to keep 
the prisoners in good health; long-sentenced prisoners em- 
ployed at hard labour occasionally requiring an addition or 
alteration in diet. The clothing and bedding sufficient. One 
prisoner received a pardon on medical grounds. There have 
been no cases admitted into the infimary during the year.

The military prisoners 
who are Roman Catholics frequently request permission to 
see a Roman Catholic priest, but no priest has visited the 
prison during the year. Prisoners committed for less than 
seven weeks receive no secular instruction. Prisoners com- 
mitted for longer periods receive cellular instruction for about 
half an hour weekly. 


The surgeon attends daily to visit the sick andl to examine 
prisoners on committal and discharge; twice a week to 
examine every prisoner; and once a month to do so in 
company of the governor and matron respectively. He 
states that the general health of the prisoners has been as 
good as in the previous year, although 25 per cent. were in 
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bad health on committal. That there has been no epidemic 
disease. That the general diet is sufficient, and not more 
_ than sufficient, as also were clothing and bedding. There 
was one déath from chronic pulmonary disease, existing long 
prior to committal ; and two prisoners, one a civil, the other 
a military prisoner, received pardon on medical grounds. 
One prisoner only, and that for a short time, was admitted 
into the infirmary.

The surgeon attends three times a week, and oftener if 
necessary ; he states that the general health of the prisoners 
has been good, that there has been no epidemic; that the 
‘provisions are of good quality, and the general dietary 
sufficient for all ordinary purposes. One prisoner received 
a pardon on medical grounds, and but two were partly 
excused from labour on the score of health. 
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Prisoners for trial, destitute debtors, and others not specially 
provided for, to have the Third Class Diet. 

. Prisoners awarded punishments by the gaoler for prison of- 
fences, for periods not exceeding Three Days inclusive, according 
to the Act, to have one pound of bread per diem. 

Prisoners not sentenced to hard labour, who, in the opinion of 
the Governor, are very idle, to have the class of diet next 
preceding that they are then on, until they perform their labour 
to the satisfaction of the Governor. Industrious prisoners may, 
at the discretion of the Visiting Justices, in addition to the diet 
set forth in the Tables, have the following extra diet, viz., 4 oz. 
bread daily, and 4 pint soup on Mondays and Fridays. 


Nore.—The soup to contain, per pint, 2 oz. raw meat without 
bone, 3 oz. peas, with vegetables, pepper, and salt. 

The gruel to contain, per pint, 2 oz. oatmeal, seasoned with 
salt. 

All prisoners who earn a good mark daily, from Monday to 
Saturday, shall have the extra diet provided by the Dietary 
Tables for industrious prisoners, during the following week ; or 
if any prisoners shall not have been under the marking system a 
full week, but have been placed under it to any day in the week 
not later than Wednesday, and shall earn one good mark daily up 
to the Saturday following, they shall, in like manner, have such 
extra diet during the following week, always provided that the 
same is not forfeited by misconduct. 

In Classes IIJ., IV., and V. industrious prisoners have the 
opportunity of receiving the extra diet after not less than six 
weeks imprisonment.

Prayers are generally read by the governor, and prisoners 
not belonging to the Established Church can be visited by 
ministers of their several persuasions.

The surgeon attends twice a week, examines prisoners on ad- 
mission ; and he states that the general health of the prisoners 
has been good, that there has been no epidemic; that the 
provisions, dietary, clothing, and bedding are good and suffi- 
cient.

In consequence of: the increase in the number of Roman 
Catholic prisoners under the arrangement with the War 
Office for reception of 120 military prisoners, two debtors 
rooms (day and sleeping room) nearest the corridors have 
been appropriated for Roman Catholic prisoners to receive 
instruction from the Roman Catholic priest. 

A large unused store room over offices near entrance 
lodge has been converted into three sleeping rooms, and a 
day room provided for three unmarried officers, by which 
additional assistance is ensured on any emergency at night. 

Thirty-six cells in the old corridor for male prisoners 
have been altered as regards the gas, water, and closet 
arrangements. arth closets bemg now in use throughout 
the prison.

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Waste of materials for any kindof work is- also prevented. 
The remaining 35 cells in the same corridor are ordered to 
be fitted in the same manner. A new and larger water 
main is brought by a more direct. source into the prison, 
and improved arrangements in case of fire, and supply of 
water in time of drought, are being effected. All the shooting 
round the corridors has been renewed and additional stack 
" pipes to convey rain water through well arranged filterers 
to the large reservoir under basement of women’s corridor 
holding 1,700 hogsheads, pumped by a shaft pump in one 
of the yards for male prisoners, by male prisoners labour, into 
five iron cisterns of 50 hogsheads each, over the central 
hall, which it is anticipated will afford adequate supply for 
general use. 

Two of the heating apparatus after 20 years use have 
broken down. It has been arranged to do away with four 
detached apparatus hitherto used for heating the two male 
corridors, female corridor, and debtor’s wards. A large 
double apparatus is immediately to be placed in the centre of 
the basement at the junction of the three corridors, thus, it 
is anticipated, effecting a saving of fuel, doing away with 
three stoking places, and coal stores, and avoiding the 
necessity of prison engineer, and male prisoners, going into 
the women’s prison, also saving much useless labour.

Diarrhoea and a few cases of typhoid fever were prevalent 
during the winter and spring quarters. The provisions have 
been good in quality, and sufficient in quantity, but not 
more so than necessary to maintain the health and strength 
of the prisoners ; clothing and bedding sufficient, but body 
flannels were necessary for military prisoners who have seen 
to much foreign service. ail 

There was one death from natural causes, and one re- 
lease on medical grounds. Two cases of lunacy, a male and 
female, both of weak intellect on admission, were removed 
to the county asylum. 

The average number of cases treated in the infirmary 
has been three. The average daily number excused labour 
was about three per cent., and the average daily number of 
cases treated and not excused labour was about seven per 
cent.

Secular instruction is given two and a half hours daily, 
the prisoners being instructed in their own cells, and special 
attention is given to those who cannot read or ‘write. Many 
who are entirely ignorant on reception are able to read and 
write fairly on their discharge.

Sir, 24th February 1876. 

I wave the honour to submit my Annual Report 
for the past year on the Prisons of the Northern District, 
being a part of the Fortieth Report. of the Inspectors of 
Prisons. 


The following alterations-and .additions have been made 
to the prison accommodation of the English portion of the 
Northern District in the course of the past. year. 


At the County Prison at Derby the enlargement: and 
alterations named in my previous Reports are’ still in pro- 
gress, but are not yet completed. 


An addition of 167 cells for male prisoners has been 
completed at the County Prison at Durham, and the chapel 
is in course of enlargement. 

At the County Prison at Lancaster an addition of 59 
cells for male prisoners, and 4 punishment cells, have been 
completed. 

At the County Prison at Spalding, i in Lincolnshire, the 
‘interior of one wing of the prison, previously containing a 
number of ill-constructed badly ventilated cells for male

wt 
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prisoners, has been entirely reconstructed, and now contains 
28 good, well ventilated cells, appropriated to male prisoners. ‘ 


The County Prison at Appleby, in Westmoreland, has 
been almost entirely rebuilt, and now contains accommoda- 
tion for 20 male and 5 female prisoners. 


The County Prison at Kendal, in Westmoreland, was 
closed on the 10th of last August, and is in course of being. 
almost entirely rebuilt; but as the average daily prison 
population of the whole county is under 40, it appears to be 
a subject for regret that the expense of rebuilding and keep- 
ing up two prisons should be incurred for such a small 
number of prisoners. 


At the County Prison at Wakefield the hospital accom- 
modation for both male and female prisoners is in course of 
enlargement. ais 


Plans have been submitted for increasing the accommoda- 
tion for female prisoners in the Borough Prison at Liverpool, 
which for several years has been urgently required. 


In Seotland no alterations or additions of any consequence 
have been made during the past year to any prisons, with the 
exception of 105 additional cells to the prison at Glasgow, 
which does not nearly meet the requirements of this greatly 
over-crowded and very unsatisfactory prison, in which, with 
only accommodation for 616, prisoners, including the aboyve- 
named addition, 990 prisoners have been in the course of the 
past year located at the same time, the average daily number 
of prisoners throughout the year having been more than 200 
in excess of the nominal accommodation, though many of the 
cells are, as stated in my last report, unfit for the further 
confinement of prisoners. I am, however, informed that the 
erection of a new prison is in contemplation. : 


The other prisons in Lanarkshire have been eyen more 
overcrowded during the past year than they were in the 
previous year. In Lanark Prison 31 male prisoners have 


q 
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been located at the same time in 18 cells; in Hamilton 
Prison 60 male prisoners have been located together in 23 
small cells; and in Airdrie Prison. 80 male prisoners have 
been located at the same time in 30 cells, 


In Renfrewshire also the prisons continue to be almost 
equally overcrowded, At Greenock Prison 103 prisoners 
have been located at the same time in 60 cells; and at the 
little prison at Pollockshaws, where no male officer has yet 
been appointed to assist the governor, as many as 11 male 
prisoners have been located at the same time in 3 cells. 


The rules. for all prisons in Scotland, which were sane- 
tioned by you in 18§74, are now carried out in the best 
conducted prisons without difficulty and with the most 
manifest advantages; but where the prisons are faulty in 
construction, or are overcrowded, or where the supervision 
is deficient, and the due enforcement of the rules would 
entail additional expense, advantage has, I regret to say, 
been taken by several of the County Prison Boards of 
that clause in the rules which enables them to suspend any 
of the rules temporarily ; and consequently where this step 
has been taken, the prisons asa rule remain in the same 
unsatisfactery state that they were in prior to the issue of 
the present rules. A remedy for this evil is urgently 


_ required, 


In the very small prisons, which are still so numerous, 
there also arises another difficulty, that of providing a warder 
to assist the governor, consequent upon the great extra 
expense where there are so few prisoners ; but there are very 
_ few cases in which this difficulty could not be met with very 
great advantage by closing them, and, where considered 
advisable, retaining the buildings as police cells, with the 
power of dctatnthy in them prisoners for three days after 
conviction, as has already been done in several instances. 

The alterations and additions that appear to me requisite 
in order to bring the whole of the prisons in Scotland into.

The health of the prisoners throughout the beg aes of the 
Northern District has been generally very good during the — 
past year, and no epidemic has occurred in any of the prisons, 
with the exception of the County Prison at Wakefield, 
where, in the early part of the year, a serious outbreak of 


typhoid fever occurred, sgisigeata of which are iss in the 
body of this Report. '
